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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is responsive to the amendment filed 12/19/2006 and RCE filed 8/16/2007, 
which has been entered. Claims 1- 12 are allowed. 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claims 3, 6 and 9 directed non-elected invention are no longer withdrawn from 
consideration because the claim(s) requires all the limitations of an allowable claim. 
These claims are allowed because they depend from an allowable Independent claim. 

Examiner's Amendment 

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 
13-16 directed to an invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 13-16 
been cancelled by the examiner. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
prior art fails to anticipate or render obvious the combination of a structure 
supporting a differential rotatably as set forth in claims 1 , 4 and 7, and a 
component of a differential as set forth in claims 10, 1 1 and 12, and most 
significantly requires at least one of the inner ring, the outer ring and the 
rolling element contains carbon in an amount of 0.95% - 1.10%, silicon in an 
amount of 0.15% - 0.35%, manganese in an amount of at most 0.5%, 
phosphorus in an amount of at most 0.025%, sulfur in an amount of at 
most 0.025%, chromium in an amount of 1.30% - 1 .60%, and molybdenum in 
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an amount of less than 0.08%, with the remainder formed of Fe and an 
unavoidable impurity.
